Any potential charm in the true-to-life story of Nikki, the little bear who 
was presented as a gift to the Princess of England, is quickly buried in tedious wri- 
ting and obscured in Carol Barker's wooden illustrations. Nikki, an abandoned cub, is 
rescued by a zoo keeper and carried off to England from his own "northern country. His 
gentle nature and playful spirit capture the hearts of the Prince and Princess and he 
spends his first day at Windsor Castle riding the swings, playing tag and romping with 
a new playmate. It is unfortunate too, that the reader is not told at the beginning

How their culture has been influenced by the modern day world; which beliefs 
and mores are still retained is the underlying theme. Miss Burgess, the teacher, is the 
symbol of the outside world and it is she who arranges for Peter Jumping Horse to receive 
medical care for his injured leg and patiently convinces the tribe to adopt more efficient 
ways of living. Big Grannie Chichoo is painted as a humorous link to ancestral ways. Her 
stories and superstitions are as effective as ever. The story lacks depth and a strong 
plot, but for the most part it helps readers to see that they have many things in common 
with Peter Jumping Horse and his friends.

The fishing fleets of New 
England began with controversial John Smith and grew as isolated fishing areas crop- 
ped up along the coast in the 17th and 18th centuries. What was this fleet like with 
its picturesque array of ketches, chebacco boats, pinkies, schooners and dories? The 
author describes these vessels and methods of fishing, the dangers of weather, ice- 

e bergs, and disease. Particularly fascinating are the descriptions of trawling, and 
the factors which influenced each period of growth and decline in the industry as a 
whole. How it fares today winds up a precise, uncluttered account which is admirably 
illustrated with photographs and diagrams.

cartel; and Major de Coverley whose mission in life was to rent apartments for the 
officers and enlisted men during their rest leaves. Eventually, after Cathcart has 
exterminated nearly all of Yossarian's buddies through the suicidal missions ,Yossarian 
decides to desert - and he succeeds. Catch - 22 is also concerned with some of war's 
horrors and atrocities and it is at times painfully grim.

THE INTERNATIONAL $4.95 


Alfred Maund is a tough-minded younger writer with a lot of verve and vi- 
bration. His first novel was Southern baroque; his second, The International, is 
full-bodied realism, a sort of "Hucksters" of the labor world.

Willy, with very meagre formal schooling, soon realizes that a bit of knowledge, coupled 
with his own native shrewdness, might turn to profit in his father's hit-or-miss business 
and begins frequenting local museums, browsing through fashionable antique shops, and 
reading every available book on the subject. Naturally, his efforts are crowned with 
success, and the remaining three-quarters of the story, the narrative travels from auction 
to auction, sale to sale, and deal to deal (we begin to feel as though we are listening to 
a sports commentator at a ball game) until Willy finally closes with the purchase of his 
own elegant antique shop. There is no characterization here, but lots of episodic plot.

Greene, the "black-sheep" of the family, and his elder brother Geoffrey. Aggressively 
robust, self-confident and arrogant, Geoffrey exhibits his prowess at games, at killing 
Germans with gusto during World War I and- later, in victimizing his insipid wife. Nigel 
is notably ineffective, adolescently rebellious and dabbles in everything from painting 
to composing. Nigel's feelings for his older brother are blended of intense hatred and 
an equally intense idolization and hero-worship. Geoffrey constantly plays the heavy- 
handed older brother (he is especially concerned about his brother's sexuality, as are 
several of Nigel's friends) until, ultimately, he is convicted of fraud, a blow from 
which his family never recover. The circle of reversals is completed when Nigel marries, 
becomes a war hero, writes a best-selling novel, dies stoically and leaves his wife to f 
marry Geoffrey and discover that it is the elder brother who is the homosexual. The , 
narrative here is handled very skillfully in a sustained flashback, and the picture of 
English middle-class conventionality is effectively depressing, if slightly overdone.

DAVID, FROM WHERE HE WAS LYING $3.95 


A tightly written, witty and skillful novel - but for that very special 
audience that enjoys the so-called "non-realistic" fiction intended as an allegorical 
comment on our times. This is the second novel in a trilogy (the first was [t Had 
Been a Mild, Delicate Night published by Abelard-Schuman in 1958- see report p. 638) 
and is perhaps somewhat more penetrating than the first. David Smith is a field 
research fellow in sociology at the University of Singapore. His over-intellecutal- 
izing and his commitment to a life of fantasy compound his initial difficulties. 

He has been engaging in a mutually unsatisfactory affair with the wife of a colleague 
named Lummox until this is supplanted by a more rewarding relationship (sexually) 
with his Chinese assistant.

Inevitably, the cardboard fragments of the Smiths' lives collapse:- his 
professional career is imperilled; he is named as co-respondent in the Lummox' 
divorce; the Smiths are evicted from their faculty house; and David's analyst snaps 
him out of his ridiculous behaviour into a justifiable cleansing anger which has a 
salutary effect on the Smiths' marriage....Tom Kaye will do a better job when he 
escapes the trammels of his own background.

Colin Wilson, once the angry enfant terrible who conquered London's literary 
set with that socio-philosophical uproar, The Outsider, now proves himself a much- 
changed young man: saner, shrewder, not at all savage- in fact, almost dull. For if 
all his previous efforts might have had the tempestuousness of Existentialist thrillers, 
the current second novel appears to be nothing more than a sweet and slow Soho version 
of Kerouac's The Subterraneans. Pleasantly picaresque and smartly sentimental, Adrift 
floats all over the Thames city following its Midlands innocent, Harry, on a coming- 
of-age adventure, mixing with bohemians, beggars, blaggers and British Museum biblio- 
philes, just before settling in a Notting Hill flophouse with the usual "revolution- 
ary" riff-raff. There's Blichstein, a devil worshipper; Eric, a bubbly sodomite; 
Charles, an idealistic rogue; Doreen, the New Zealand beauty for whom Harry falls, 
and Ricky, our hero's alter-ego, the true and committed artist, immured in his loft, 
swearing off women and the world, only to awake later on and find himself famous. Page 
after page sprinkles talk of socialism, Shaw, Zen, visions of Cartesian perfection, tea 
smoking, bloody landladies, wacky broads and one or two shots of hard sense. But despite 
all the engaging chatter and author Wilson's still canny style, Adrift in Soho is 
really as slight, synthetic and suspect as its locale.

The pattern was set with The Trial of Mary Duggan; @ new approach was developed 
with Anatomy of Murder. But in each there was a surprise twist at the end. Possibly the 
surprise here is that there is none. The end seems fore-doomed. And yet in the process 
of development, each phase of the trial as viewed through the mind of the Judge - or the 
Counsel for the Defense - or Edith Nolan, Callista's closest friend - or Callista her- 
self, the whole panorama of what happened is revealed. And in final summation, the 
reader finds his (or her) own approach to a murder trial put to the test. What is this 
due process of law? How sound is the use of a jury or one's peers? Is evidence- as 
elicited virtually under a kind of duress- reflective of the facts, or only the facts 
as they appear? Is this democracy? What of the presumption that the person on trial 
is innocent until proved guilty? What of capital punishment? All these facets emerge 
as the story unfolds of adultery - pregnancy - the will to suicide - circumstantial 
evidence pointing to planned murder - and the death of the victim. And yet the un- 
answered question remains:- What is guilt? Philosophical overtones for a suspense 
story.

Cleary, Jon Morrow 
NORTH FROM THURSDAY $3.95 


* With this- his sixth novel, Jon Cleary uses his native Australia as a kind of 
counterpoint:- some of his main characters are Australians, all are assigned for one 
reason or another, to New Guinea, which is being run as an Australian protectorate under 
the U.N.3; and each reacts in an individual way to his nostalgia, his resentment, his 
lack of identification with Australia. The central theme, however, revolves around the 
boss man, Kiap Narvo, now admired, now hated and feared, rarely- then only by children- 
loved, and around his dedication to the area of New Guinea and the people in his charge. 
It is an absorbing tale, highlighted by incidents, adventures, tragedies- as Narvo wages 
his battle for fair treatment and understanding of the natives, despite their supersti- 
tions, their inter-tribe wars, their reversion to cannibalism and some of the other 
primitive lusts he has tried to cure. Into the scene comes Elisabeth, hoping for a 
resolution of five years' love and separation from Peter, who had escaped Czechoslovakia 
long before she could get out. But both have changed, and their dissolution has a pro- 
found effect on others in the tiny frontier post - and not least on the hitherto inm- 
pervious Narvo. A holding tale with emotional undertones that raise it out of the 
dead level it might have had.

Barr, Gladys H. Holt, Rinehart & Winston 
THE MASTER OF GENEVA $3.95 


* John Calvin might seem a dry as dust and rigid subject, cold and unspiring, 
for a novel. But Mrs. Barr's Monk in Armour (a novel of Martin Luther) showed how 
lively a book she could build on a man, a goal, a period. Now with this more difficult 
subject, she achieves the same results- bringing to life the period from 1521 when he 
was accepted for the priesthood - to 1555 when his role as the Great Reformer in 
Protestantism was absolute. In no other book that I have read does the terror and 
the horror of the struggle emerge more vividly; this is another phase of the Inquisi- 
tion; matters of doctrine became life and death issues. Calvin's hope had been to 
bring reform within the Church. This hope died hard- but finally, after threats to 
life, exile, secrecy and an over-riding aura of fear, Calvin accepted the inevitable 
and became a leader in the movement. He had his difficulties here, too; he was con- 
sicered hard, inflexible, coldly doctrinaire and unfeeling. But Mrs. Barr manages 
to make him a rounded personality, with his softer human side. And she gives new 
life to the great figures of his times.

UNTIL THE REAL THING COMES ALONG $4.95 


A mystery- a novel about wealth- now this, the story of a young girl's tri- 
umph over a physical handicap and of her larger, more embattled efforts to discover 
herself. It is also the story of the dilemma of the "modern woman"- supposedly free 
to be anything she wants, even in a man's world, wanting to be everything, yet re- 
luctant to pay the price of her vague, circumscribed "freedom". Theodora Foster, 
through the determination of her mother, overcomes a cerebrospinal paralysis which 
had kept her an invalid for two and a half years. (It is Theo's mother who tells 
her to be hard and she'll get what she wants.) At 16, Theo thought she wanted the 
playboy heir of a pharmaceutical fortune and she married him, and spent two dissatis- 
fied years. Accidentally, she breaks into silent films and becomes a star comedienne. 
She marries a famous director, twice her age - and indirectly causes his suicide. 
There are other crises she confronts:- her mother's second marriage, the stock market 
crash, her own development as a national cult; a breakdown of sorts. Before she is 
21 she undergoes the experiences of an age - and despite the sense that she brings 
too little to her problems to believe in them, Noel Clad manages to be convincing 
and the settings seem authentic.

THE GOLDEN YOKE $4.95 


Abundant in its background, serious in its history and concerned with its 
characters, this retells the story of the Yorkist brothers, Edward (IV), Richard (III) 
and the malcontent, Clarence, whose thwarted, mad ambitions are here the root of all 
the trouble. The focus is on Richard, from the time when he hurt his shoulder in a 
tournament at his sister's wedding, through to the end - disputed ever since Shakes- 
peare presented a popularly accepted accusation, with always the constant of his love 
for Anne, daughter of Warwick, the Kingmaker. The long years of Edward's battles for 
the throne, the many times Anne and her Diccon were separated and their marriage de- 
layed, the intrigues of York and Lancaster alike, the trouble brewed by Clarence and 
the death penalty it earned him, and the over shadowing question of succession to the 
throne - all lead to the murder of the young princes (but not by Riclmrd's hand or 
even order) when their bastardy was revealed. Richard's accession and the rumors that 
surrounded him, Anne's death and his last battle finish the story, which is told with 
vivid sense of the panoply of the 15th century. For those who like their history well, 
but not overly, adorned and handled with careful respect.

FALSE ENTRY $5.75 


An unusual first novel- connoisseur literature par excellence, as often near 
Shimmering pearls as parody. It is at root a study of American manners during the last 
forty years, intricately conceived, overladen, perhaps, with themes, employing,in rela- 
tion to its hero, the double image metaphor. It well may become in literary circles a 
ciuse celebre:- various influences will be widely discussed, Proust, James, Eliot, even 
Virginia Woolfe. Miss Calisher's New yorker stories will have prepared readers for an 
elegant directness; it will shock some to find in this longer work stylistic indirect- 
ness, a wavering first person narrative tracing the machinations of youth searching for 
his heritage. Born in England, emigrating to America, settling in the South with his 
seamstress mother, changing his name and going North for greater social rise - then re- 
turning to lodgehis protest in a Klu Klux Klan murder. With the war years he took on 
yet another role, as friend of the dead son of a rich New York family.

There are grisly slaughters 
before Anna and Harry corner it on a rooftop, and the odds are evened when the leopard gets 
Otto, Anna gets the leopard, and Harry gets Anna, a dubious reward.

A CLIMATE OF VIOLENCE $4.95 


An increasingly novel-worthy theme, rape, is put to fictional use and again a 
multiple offense (Richard Frede's harder-hitting fntry ©) is followed down through the 
trial to determine the guilt, or in this case, guilt by proxy, of three youngsters- a 
19- and two 17-year old boys who violate the 16-year-old daughter of the town whore. 

While the fact that Ida Praul hasn't a chance in life to begin with ("she ain't nobody" 

as one of the boys says), still they are guilty of the crime and the best that defending 
attorney Herzog can do is to try and reduce the maximum sentence for the offense by turn- 
ing the jury's hostility toward the complainant. Of the three youngsters, Johnny Taylor 

is a likable boy, from a solid family, and sympathy is enlisted for his father, John, 
trying to protect his rather prim wife, Mary, and a younger sister, Lois. In time however, 
as the action proceeds through the unhappy repercussions in the town, etc., it is seen that 
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Taylor's attempt to shy away from the truth which- unlike the sentence- cannot be 
mitigated, is all part of the larger liability- his parental inadequacy.... In spite 
of what must be necessarily sexually blunt (or shocking) detail, particularly when 
articulated in the courtroom by awkward adolescents, one can assume that the play 
here is for sympathy rather than sensation. It is too bad that the means (i.e. very 
ordinary writing and no particular skill) do not justify the end which is a valid 
argument.

A very British piece de resistance (could be trifle) spends a few months 
in America with Hugo Challis, who has left the "expectedness" of his life in England 
for this country and a job in a bookstore, the Albion. In scattered scenes and in- 
termittent incidents most of which are as unpredictable as those that are involved, 
this follows his association with certain members of the English colony and their

Narrow Margin they have given us as clear, compact and microscopically close a reading 
of the Battle of Britain as anyone could want. Certainly the battle which marked the 
advent of controlled scientific warfare, the defense strategy still used today, must 
be considered one of the crucial events of our time. And the authors leave nothing 
out: the formation and expansion of the RAF, the Luftwaffe development with its 
Messerschmitt, the Fighter Command and its Spitfire; the rise of Nazi Intelligence, 
the brilliant uses of radar and antiaircraft, the ROC, the training of men, the detail- 
ing of missions; Churchill and his canniness, the deftness of Dowding, the grotesque 
inflexibility of Goring and Sperle- all of it's there, as tight and tense as a net. 
As for the battles themselves, they're divided into five phases, between 11 July and 
30 October, and then set against a complete operational day-to-day diary. The maps 
and photographs are expert and the appendices include drawings of all bombers, com- 
mands and casualty numbers of both sides and listings of all targets attacked.

BLUES FELL THIS MORNING $4.95 


* Despite the fact that Oliver is an Englishman and claims never to have visited 
those areas of the United States where the "blues" originated, he has done a uniquely satis- 
fying book. A teacher and collector for many years, he approaches the blues not as an esot- 
eric art form unrelated to the particular milieu, but has approached the subject, success- 
fully, through examining the verses and themes in their historical and social context. The 
result is a documentary of Negro life in America, of how the "slum-shocked urban" or illi- 
terate rural Negroes, subject to many forms of social pressure, came to develop the folk-art 
form known as the blues. Oliver does more than present the results of oppression of the 
--ee as subjective factual phenomena; he relates this in detailed discussion of the references 
in blues lyrics of reference to crime, sexual symbolism, voodoo and “other cults that provide 
the "mystique that affords the sensation of protection for the socially insecure". Oliver 
goes on to say- in referring to the libidinousness that kept blues recording from widespread ( 
commercial distribution- that "The blues singer does not sing needlessly and his song is the 
medium by which he expresses what he intends to say". Although this may often be a means of 
unburdening the heart... "the blues singer seldom seeks the sympathy of his listeners and 
his songs are usually vigorous statements of fact rather than complaints as to his condition". 
It is unlikely that an American with the background knowledge could have done a better book. 
This is as moving and powerful as the material it examines. Illustrated with historically 
interesting reproductions of advertisements for blues recordings, it contains an elaborate 
discography and an extensive bibliography.

ORDEAL BY FIRE: CANADA 1910-1945 $5.95 


In an appendix to Ordeal By Fire author Ralph Allen complains that Canadians 
have often attempted to prettify, sissify and censor a colorful history. Now with his 
study of Canada during the years 1910-45, he has shown how foolish such a stance can be, 
for under his hand that sprawling neighbor beyond Niagara comes cracklingly to life in what 
is probably the most candid and compact appraisal it has yet received. Though a long work, 
re is always clear-cut: Allen knows his land, both in relation to the world outside and 
the shape of events within; his comments are crisp, his details telling. If it is an 
apologia, it is the best sort, one based on fact, a sharp sense of para-national influence 
and a keen love of heritage. Canada became in 1867 the first federal union in the British 
empire, but it was not until 1910 that her real independence and sovereign education began. 
And it began in a criss-cross of reaction and progression, of personalities and parties, Se 
political issues and social obfuscations, of conflicts at once bi-lingual and religious- 
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sll the entanglements, to be sure, the uninitiated would hardly have expected from 
peaceful, provincial Canada. It is to author Allen's credit that through this he 
steers so steady a course, covering the first stages of economic development, its 
hardships and hijinks, the land booms and market crashes, the general strike at 
Winnipeg, the rise of conservatives and isolationism, the Northern Railway, “he 

Naval Question, the Army at Ypres and Verdun, at Normandy and Dieppe, along with 

the celebrated exploits of the RCAF. There are, too, trenchant portraits of Mackenzic 
King and Bennett, explosive ones of Sam Hughes and Meighen, explanations of Canada's 
ambivalence with the League of Nations, her relations via America during the Depressio: 
wnen Roosevelt shone more dazzlingly there than in his own country, and considerations 
of the Chanak affair and the cultural growth of the Left. All in all, a notable and 
natty survey and a fine fifth volume in the Doubleday Canadian Series.

With the help of the McClellan Committee reports, Jameson Campaigne has tackled 
the grand art of muckraking and then launched a lot of old fashioned sling-shots at labor 
bosses and their hoodwinked unions. Check-Off assembles a bill of particulars, hard- 
toned, slow-motioned and rather one-eyed; excellent as ammunition for the right, perfect 
in browbeating the woolly left, but not much good when finally assessing the ticklish 
and more and more turbulent problems confronting industrial man. Give author Campaigne 
high marks for shattering the liberal-humanistic pretensions behind demagogic leadership 
howling about the wage-earner; cite him too for his excellent persona non grata dossier 
on Reuther, which follows that august figure through his early socialist beliefs to the 
later opportunistic conservative suit and bullet-proof car czardom; and applaud also 
the quick-triggered analysis of the Kohler factory melees, the bought union votes, the 
self-righteous brouhahas of a Hoffa, the Napoleonic claptrap of a Carey and the general 
irony of how the underdog in gaining material benefits largely lost his individual 
Jdi-cnity. Yet for all that, the book suffers from playing only one part of the forest. 
Bis Unions and Big Business go hand in hand; if Campaigne can't really see the woods 
it's because he’s still overtly or covertly influenced by the trees. There are more 
things in the rapprachement between labor and management than are dreamt of in his 
UAW-CIO-Teamster nightmare. (IC: 61-17370)

Wood, Bryce Columbia Univ. Press 
THE MAKING OF THE GOOD NEIGHBOR POLICY $7.50 
This explores the transformation of the U.S. attitude towards Latin Americ % 


after World War I from "dollar diplomacy" to the non-intervention and non-interference 
doctrine of the Good Neighbor Policy. It is a straightforward and unbiased presenta- 
tion, scholarly and in substantial detail. The author examines the events from the 
last gasp of the "send in the Marines" policy in Nicaragua in the early '20's to the 
virtual Latin American solidarity with the U.S. during World War II. The growing ma- 
turity of American policy is evidenced in an amply documented - perhaps too much for 
the average reader- work. Wood has been given access to State Department documents 
and what he has to say is interesting and revealing. It provides a background today 
through a substantial contribution to the understanding of a period which saw U.S. 
attempts to stabilize the Cuban government, and in the Batista dictatorship, but which 
also saw a growing awareness- following the Mexican oil expropriations - that the inter- 
ests of American capitalism would have to be subordinated to the interests of the U.S. 
as a whole. This might, in the long run (as it did in Venezuela) avoid expropriation. 
Looming large in this period are three figures:- Franklin D. Roosevelt, Cordell Hull 
and Sumner Wells, architects of the good neighbor policy. One could wish it has been 
brought up to date in a critical approach to the changing trends. (LC: 61-15470)

White, William S. McGraw-Hill 
MAJESTY AND MISCHIEF $4.95 


The title provides the clue to a book that the author of The Taft Story (195!) 
has written. The subtitle- "A Mixed Tribute to F.D.R."- seems misleading for this has 
little of tribute and emerges as an attack on Roosevelt and a polemical assessment of 
his influence on the politics of his country. In White's opinion, Roosevelt was not the € 
internationalist he was commonly acclaimed:- he distrusted Churchill, he distrusted 
England largely as a colonial power, and on the other hand was incredibly naive about 
Stalin and Russian expansionism. Roosevelt was a master politician who undermined the 
foundations of his party and changed the nature of his office by his virtuosity. His 
victories were personel, not party victories; when Roosevelt died, the right and left 
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wings of his party split off, and Truman only won the 1948 election through Republican 
bungling. As President, F.D.R. had irrevocably altered the balance of power between 
the States and the Federal government; White thinks that the end of States Rights has 
Seapped the responsibility of the country. Congress he treated with contempt, so that 
when Truman was suddenly elevated to the Presidency, Congress considered him an enemy 
rather than en honorable opponent. White argues that under Roosevelt's influcnec, 

the Presidency became .. personal prize and parties ceased to be parties of principle - 
Fisenhower's victories were the legacy of Roosevelt. Several other Rooseveltian 
‘influences' that White traces are similarly dubious. A skilled journalist has turned 
ou, a controversial, provocative but loosely argued book.

From a bricfing on 
nnitomy and the endocrine system, this starts its program with menstruation, its cycles 
und its disorders, then goes through all the aspects of childbearing, and continucss on 
to the problems - and comforts - of the menopause. The questions of fertility and 
contreceptives have their place, as do the common and special diseases (venereal and 
eoncer). There is no view-with-alarm tone here, and, since the material has had its 
own medical checkup by specialists in all fields, the book offers information, for 
some perhaps education, in an easily understandable manner, and makes use of current 
scientific developments.

KREMLIN TARGET: U.S.A. #4.50 


To few aware citizens is it news that the Russians have repeatedly denounced 
the U.S. as a nation of "warmongers" and "imperialists"; that the Communists proclaim 
the inevitable triumph of their system; that the Soviet apparatus has made political 
capital out of such incidents as the U-2 flights, that the U.S.S5.R. has sought to 
cmbarrass the West whenever possible at the U.N.; that Tass is an official government 
.gene:; that propaganda is regarded by the Russians as a means to achieving Communist 
dominence throughout the world. If all this comes as a surprise, to those readers 
this is a deserving book. More sophisticated and informed readers might well pause 
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before spending time on a work by a former U.S.I.A. employee who was tossed out of 
Rumania by the Communists a decade ago and went to work for a private anti- Bolshevik 
cormittee. For he has produced an astonishingly one-dimensional book about a multi- 
dimensional subject. He ignores the effect on Western solidarity of clumsy Kremlin 
propaganda; he ignores too the fact that nuclear weapons have brought about deep modifi- 
cations of the Communist theory. The author identifies the Communist takeover in Rumania 
with recent events in Cuba, locking both countries identically into the Soviet orbit, 
ignoring the role of the Red Army in one case and geographical dissimilarity and location 
in the other. An attempt to spring Rumania loose by force could produce World VWar III.

Schools in the Metropolitan Area 


Dr. Conant's controversial The American High School Today gealt with the 


High School in small independent cities not part of a metropolitan area. This new 
study deals with schools in well-to-do suburbs and in sharp contrast schools in 


large-city slums. His basic conclusion seems to this reader sound, even though in 
conflict with the hopeful thinking of some other educators, i.e. that schools must 
differ in order to serve special communities, and that variation in achievement on 

the part of pupils is largely conditioned by home environment and parental inadequacies, 
which should become a part of the school knowledge and responsibility. To this end 
attention should be directed perhaps more to students of less than average abilities 
in both city slums and suburban areas, through work-study programs, educational and 
vocational guidance up to age 21, cooperation of management and labor, more teachers 
and more pay for teachers in slum areas, and again- for the slum areas- improvement 

in the lives of the families. Contrary to many educators, Dr. Conant pleads for 
ability grouping and individualized programs, as meeting the needs of both superior 
and inferior students. He feels that artificial desegregation where homogenous groups 
are result of natural causes is inadvisable. But that neighborhood and school needs 
should be coordinated. High School programs should be maintained at a broad enough 
level to allow professional choice at college level- or occupational choice at non- 
college level. Keep the doors open. Even professional schools should require mastery 
of academic subjects (and vice versa). He urges the lifting of pressures for the 
prestige colleges in suburban areas- the better understanding of the needs of the indi- 
vidual child, the recognition of the problem of slow learners wherever found. He 
notes the revolution in schools- and stresses the importance of an honest and frank 
approach to today's problems. We need to know the facts, and for many this book will 
open the eyes of those who have resisted knowledge.

Two consecutive disasters befell Restoration London - first an epidemic of 
bubonic plague, which killed at least 70,000 people in the summer of 1665, and second, 
the Great Fire, which destroyed the heart of the city in September, 1666.

On 
the other hand, American policy, determined by the pressures of overseas investors, 
has insistently aligned itself with the minority cliques and petty dictatorships 
operating in these upheaval areas. Immobility in foreign policy is not the sole cause 
for our continued losses on the peoples' front. There are serious flaws in our 
instruments of policy formation and enforcement, in our intelligence service and pro- 
paganda agencies, and in our recent adoption of the little war as the answer to the 
folk-war. Mr. Amory believes that if the United States could free itself from its 
enforced alliance with the power elites, it could rapidly eliminate the Soviet Union 
as a major influence in the underdeveloped areas. Recommended for both the studert 
and general reader.

Lowell, Robert Farrar, Straus & Cudahy 
IMITATIONS $4.50 - 


* Although not always successful, Robert Lowell's Imitations offers us the 
best set of translations of European poets in practically a decade. Starting with 
Homer and ending on Pasternak, America's most individual and important 'younger' poet 
performs a real act of homage: these 'imitations' truly illuminate the genius of the 
originals. Occasionally the imagery, the cadence becomes too Lowellian, and there 
are unfortunate colloquialisms now and then. No matter, the spirit, the fibre is un- 
diminished. Sappho, we must admit, escapes him, as does most of Villon, Leopardi and . 
the rotund Hugo; yet the difficult Heine is beautifully rendered, as is subtle Mallarme 
and Rilke's incredible Orpheus, Rimbaud's elegant abandonment, Baudelaire's passionate 
decadence are masterfully transposed, and Pasternak is fittingly subdued, elegiacally 
touching. Yet Lowell's greatest stride is with the Italian Montale; at these times 
the sensibility of the two poets seems spectacularly entwined. Without a doubt, 4 
major collection and addition to that small group of lasting adaptations.

The New Zealand author of this delightfully readable book is not a trained | 
zoologist and is not writing a definitive scientific treatise on the Delphinidiae; 
rather, he has attempted throughout "to write no paragraph that an intelligent young 
citizen of the world might not understand, and...to meet as far as possible the re- 
quirements of scientific statement". Mr. Alpers divides his comprehensive work into 
three sections: the first includes tales about dolphins from the Greeks and Romans 
(retold here either directly or indirectly) plus some amazingly accurate extracts from 
"Ancient Delphinology" by Pliny, Aristotle, Oppian, and Plutarch; Part Two borrows from 
and refers to all of the significant modern studies which describe the place of "The 
Dolphin in Modern Biology"; and Part Three is a brief section about "The Dolphin in New 
Zealand Waters", including some ancient tales from the Polynesians, one legend, and 
two factual stories about experiences with dolphins in modern times. Among other note- 
worthy considerations here is a careful correction of the overstatements and misrepre- 
sentations that have been made of Dr. Lilly's recent findings concerning the intelli- 
gence of the dolphin. Especially suitable for young adults. Illustrated with drawings.

ENCOUNTERS: The Life of Jacque Lipchitz $6.50 


This biography of one of the greatest modern sculptors now living offers the 
reader many areas of interest: an intimate view of orthodox Russian-Jewish life at the : 
end of the 19th Century which _Lipchitz's family and community personified; Paris, ro L 
in the early part of this century, when it was the adopted home of genius in every art, 
blooming with the creativity of Modigliani, Picasso, Soutine, Brancusi, Max Jacob, 
Gertrude Stein, etc., all sharing in close friendship their struggles, calamities and 
successes with the rising young sculptor; and, finally, America, as a refuge from the 
disease of anti-semitism spread throughout Europe by the Nazis, where a new life of 
work and love opened up for this man whose exceptional creative prowess clearly stems 
from an eternal font of faith in the goodness of life. The book never attempts to 
evaluate or criticize; perhaps, rightly so, for Time is often the best judge. But 
it does capture with simplicity of style, devotion and faithfulness to the subject, 
the sense of the man as artist. At seventy, Lipchitz has realized a life devoted 
to his art which traveled through Romanticism, Impressionism, Cubism to fulfillment 
of an individual expression which discovered and added much to modern sculpture.

Utilizing James West's classic 
earlier work Plainville U.S.A. as a convenient backdrop, Mr. Gallaher measures and evalu- 
ates the short-term processes of culture change in a modern rural community, and brings 
up to date the record of culture change in Plainville. Mr. Gallaher finds Plainville less 
isolated; its inhabitants now anticipate change (mechanization of agriculture) and have & 
urban value commitments. The most significant change (or correction) he notes is that a 
hierarchy of social classes with appropriate divisions and labels no longer exists in the 
minds of the people of Plainville; people are now ranked along a status continuum. The 
author concludes his study with an analysis of the actual processes by which these changes 
have occurred.

THE MURDERERS $4.95 


This book on narcotics is a biographical resume of the problem by the U.S. 
Commissioner of Narcotics and chief of the Federal Narcotics Bureau since 1930. It 
details the history of narcotics in the U.S. and the parallel history of government 
agencies in trying to stop its traffic. Mr. Anslinger's main thesis is that the 
narcotics traffic is a lucrative business field for the Mafia. He certainly does 
not subscribe to the idea that a myth of the Mafia exists and he sums up supporting 
evidence to show that there is such an underworld apparatus. The book is full of 
anecdotal material about the enforcement agencies' attempts to stamp out the narco- 
tics trade. Its main fault is that it has no scope; it merely reveals the mind of 
a policeman and shows no understanding of the problem of drug addiction as a social 
and human phenomena. As such what value it has would have been better emphasized in 
an agency report than in the form of a book. (LC:61-16741) 


Rogow, Arnold A.- 4d. Macmillan 
THE JEW IN A GENTILE WORLD $4.50 


Geographically and chronologically, this falls into five parts, from shortly 
before the Christian era to contemporary times. Historical notes provided by the 
editor lead the reader through a wide variety of selections from the writings of 
famous men, both anti-Semitic and otherwise. From Tacitus tod Pepys and Addison, 
through Longfellow, Hitler, Niebuhr and Sartre, Rogow attempts to expose the "degree 
of realism or distortion in conventional images of Jews". It is a broad spectrum of 
opinion on this single aspect, and rightly Harold D. Lasswell, in his epilogue, urges 
that the book be used by readers, in particular Gentile readers, for an experiment 
in psychosocio-analysis. He suggests that the reader may learn much about his own 
disposition to bigotry by examining his own subjective reactions as he reads this 
material. Since the "key symbol" is the Jews- as individuals, as a "race", as a 
cultural tradition and as a national state - it seems to this reader to hold interest 
for Jewish circles as well. But Gentiles are bound to be affected by this "vast 
panorama of Gentile conceptions of the Jew...in a context that embraces all of 
history".

The author says he did not intend to write a book about municipal reform- he 
set out to buy one. Finding none he went about interviewing more than 300 newspapermen, 
lawyers, politicians, labor leaders and other citizens in 20 of America's largest cities 
to productive a comprehensive story of the municipal reform movement in the U.S., its 
triumphs and its failures. He uses the old political term, mugwump (originally de- 
risively derived from an Indian word meaning "great chief")to describe citizens who 
take active political positions on the basis primarily of right or wrong. The mugwumps 
have, by and large, won their first 50-year battle to rid big cities of "boss" and 
machine rule. The biggest task facing them today is the “second revolution” -- the 
rescue of cities from blight, congestion and decay. This is the battle that has just 
begun and has been most successful in Pittsburgh where Democratic political power joined 
Republican mugwump wealth to recreate a city that had gone so far down it could only go 
up.- "Hell made over" is the author's definition of Pittsburgh's renaissance. Can this 
be done elsewhere? The mugwumps will continue trying. Fluidly written, the book presents 
cities from New York to Seattle and the mugwumporganizations that have operated in them.

Writers On The Left, a volume in the Fund for the Republic Series on Communism 
in American Life, is probably the most importaylt survey of radicalism and literature in 
this country during the period between the two World Wars. to have yet come forth. Author 
Daniel Aaron writes with style and size; he has intellectual vigor and a knack for com- 
prehensive penetration; he as often grapples with the philosophical-historical aspects 
of Marxian theory as he does with the immediate socio-economic problems of the decades 
considered, and he does it honestly, impersonally and with all the sweep of a stunning 
coup. The events are all there, from the pre-Wilson progressives to the rebels and rene- 
gades of New Dealism, through the Paterson strike, the IWW, the Kharkov Congress,to the 
launching of the famed little mags- Masses, New Masses, Liberator and the original 
Partisan Review. And the personalities involved came smackingly to life: Floyd Dell, 
legendary John Reed, Mike Gold, Joe Freeman, Edmund Wilson, Granville Hicks, Dos Passos, 
Malcolm Cowley, Max Eastman, Sacco and Vanzetti, the Seven Arts group, Van Wyck Brooks, 
Mencken, William Phillips, Howard Fast et al. The pages bristle with die-hard Communist 
polemics, along with other less sectarian quotes from parlor pinks, socialist independents, 
political amoralists; speeches from the First Writers convention; Gold's scandal-making 
attack on Thornton Wilder; a very funny E.E. Cummings spoof; and even Eliot and Ezra 
Pound's views on 'class' literature and the proletariat.

More than a biography of Hortense de Beauharnais, stepdaughter of Napoleon 
and wife of the controversial Louis Napoleon, this is a gigantic panorama of the 
Bonaparte era and its clansmen. The author shuffles around and assembles the parts 
of this jigsaw puzzle as she follows the long and stormy rule of the dictator from 
his coup to his death, concentrating on family loyalties and treacheries and above 
all, family politics - world politics essentially - which decided the fate of Furope. 
Napoleon emerges as a moody mixture of heroism and megalomania. His effect on every- 
one in his orbit, on Louis, the thrashing but impotent rebel, on Josephine, the 
devoted martyr to his glory, on Lucien, Caroline and Hortense, is the ever present 
force to which all events and personalities react. The story of Hortense is strongly 
threaded among the others, but she never emerges clearly as the central focus. The 
author's extensive research into the marriages and births, wars and deaths of this 
strange and powerful family ironically obscures the characterization of the heroine, 
but makes for a substantial supplement to the history of the times. The book is long 
and informed - but it lacks shading and emphasis. (LC:61-14680)

Gallois, Pierre Houghton Mifflin 
THE BALANCE OF TERROR $h .00 


With our widening awareness of thermonuclear war and its effects, the question 
of the relationship between diplomacy and military strategy mounts constantly in 
importance. This well-documented and lucid account of nuclear strategy throws revealing 
light on the subject from many new angles. The author's thesis is that when two nations 
are armed with nuclear weapons, even if they are unequally armed, the status quo is 
unavoidable. It is therefore wiser to accumulate atomic weapons than to accumulate 
weapons of conflict which would be possible only if war should be waged by purely con- 
ventional means. There is some truth in this thesis. But much of what Mr. Gallois 
says is not tenable. The strategy of dissuasion (defined by the author as the product 
of the value of the instruments of dissuasion times the threatened nation's intention 
to use them) necessitates the diplomacy of a permanent poker game. This reader does 
not attribute to the state department and military, powers not possessed by intelligent 
persons in other walks of life; calm sanity and freedom from error must be doubted. 

But Mr. Gallois does pose two questions that must be considered in every future study. 
He suggests first that the maintenance of atomic armament is comprehensible if we admit 
ourselves inferior in the realm of conventional weapons--i.e., in the realm of collect- 
ing at the right place the maximum number of carrying vehicles (soldiers, tanks, planes, 
etc.). He also very accurately indicates that the present vulnerability of United 
States territory changes the risk incurred by a nation committing itself to this 
country and thus jeopardizes the effectiveness of defense pacts. A profound contri- 
bution to the understanding of nuclear strategy that deserves critical attention.

At the beginning of these recollections of his twenty-one years as the Presi- 
dent of Hunter College George N. Shuster says that he learned, in the deepest sense, 
what he knows about education in the world of war as a young man: "first in the order 
of things comes character, integrity, loyalty to one's hidden best self for the sake 
of others". It is this attitude which colors his remarks about his long tenure as the 
president of a woman's college in a large urban center during years of crisis and those 
periods of special services for the government in Germany after the Second World War. 
Shuster, a former editor of Commonweal magazine, became president of Hunter in 1939 

and much of his book is devoted to explaining his position on the events of the time

Ardrey, Robert Atheneum 
AFRICAN GENESIS $6.95 


* The last thirty years have seen a revolution in man's knowledge about man's 
origins that rivals the scientific revolution in material things. Robert Ardrey here 
presents the evidence that establishes proof that man's descent from carnivorous, pred- 
atory apes is not open to question- but merely, perhaps, to amplification and modifica- 
tion. And that if it should not be true, and our instincts rooted in our heritage, our 
minds free, we have no future but extinction. Man is not unique. There is ineradicable 
evidence that our cultural instincts were existent before man emerged. To prove his 
points he marshals a brief history of revolution, the factors of animal behavior that 
establish our links beyond dispute, the stormy channels of our African genes. In the 
course of his arguments he lightens the process with some refreshing- and revealing- 
stories from the animal world: he shares the adventure of discovery of fossil remains 
of nature's last animals rather than the earliest men; he pursues with Dart and with 
the Leakeys the thorny paths to truth- the opposition of the court of science, re- | 
luctant to abandon their own theses; he captures our interest with the discovery that 
weapons, whether parts of animals, or stone tools, are on both sides of the transition. 
He presents successive common aspects of animals and man: dominance, territorial con- 
flict, the fundamental drives of hunger, sex, survival; and the fallacies of belief 
in our supreme position, the original goodness of man. He exposes some of the falla- 
cies of Marxism, of Freudianism, even of Darwinism- while acknowledging the stature 
of the men and their contributions. In a final philosophical section he wonders how 
we can get along without war, whether we can accept the fact of man as a transitional 
species- and ends with confidence that in our link with our ancestors lies our strength. | 
While this may stir controversey among scientists, it is exciting reading for the 
layman.

THE AGE OF CHURCHILL $8.95 









This first of three projected volumes of a monumental biography of Winston 
Churchill is an account of Churchill's political life and times rather than a personal . 
portrait. He was the son of a beautiful and affectionate mother, and a prominent and * 
distant father whose good opinion he nonetheless pathetically desired. His biographer 
demonstrates how his early career was decisively influenced by the spectre of his father's 
sudden and irrevocable political fall. After Sandhurst, Churchill spent three years in 
the army in India, where he sent his first dispatch as a war correspondent - a capacity 
in which he later earned notoriety in the Boer War. Entering Parliament in 1900, within 
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five years he had changed parties and won minor ministerial office. Soon he was 
President of the Board of Trade and then Home Secretary, struggling with suffragettes 
and strikers. This volume ends when Churchill is only thirty-seven, when the cons- 
titutional quarrel over the House of Lords has just been resolved, and when, with a 
Moroccan crisis and portents of a war with Germany, Churchill becomes First Lord of 
the Admiralty. It is obviously too early for a definitive biography of Churchill, 
but this soberly-written, ambitious book chronicles the life of the Graatens parlia- 
mentarian of our time with conscientious throughness.

Wilson, J. Tuzo Knopf 
IGY: YEAR OF THE NEW MOONS $5.95 


Probably the most elaborate and eclectic enterprise yet undertaken cooper- 
atively by scientists was the recent International Geophysical Year, (largely '57-'58), 
when men of 67 nations at differing vantage points observed the earth simultaneously, 
pooled their resources, standardized their techniques and captured whatever global 
phenomena presented itself. According to one of the key participants, Canadian pro- 
fessor Tuzo Wilson, has documented in his book the whole affair warmly, wittily and 
chattily, didactively.But it must also be advised, at least for the groundling, nothing 
really earth-shaking comes across, possibly because the efforts involved were, and 
still are, part of a step-by-step projected breakthrough on many fronts, the exact 
nature of which lie shrouded in fancy and/or secrecy, At any rate, Wilson travelled — 
every corner of our planet, investigating both the psychological tenor of countries 
and the experiments being conducted in their isolated bases, field missions et al. 
He conversed with Colorado geologists, peeked into the Rockies' solar observatory, 
watched sun spots and magnetic fields, visited bureaucratically bizarre Romania at 
the time of the first Sputnik. He gives a blow-by-blow rehash of USA's Vanguards, 
Explorers and IRBM's, followed by revelations of the Satellites, Luniks and the Van 
Allen radiation belt. He remarks on the earth's wobble, the discovery of expanding 
cracks in the ocean's floor; he notes that the best Sino scientists are on the main- 
land not Taiwan; he has adventures with glaciologists in Antarctica, marine biologists 
in the Atlantic, Indian and Pacific and Tartar physicists in the Soviet; he posits 
that New Zealand may be a new continent in its first stages; finally he questions the 
hazardous effects of fallout. Indeed, he takes us on a bona fide, de luxe intellectual 
tour, tempered with neutralistic political niceties and a plea for science to be the 
great ameliorating mediator. An important work, to be read and pondered, but of im- 
mediate consequence largely to the author's confreres around the globe. (LC:61-14195) 


Cloudsley-Thompson, J.L. Macmillan 
ANIMAL BEHAVIOR $4.50 


Popular efforts to establish strong analogies between human and animal 
behavior apparently cause consternation in some scientific circles. Here is yet 
another professorial volume devoted in large part to debunking the idea that human 
beings can learn significant facts about one another's actions from the study of 
animal behavior patterns. In between expressing his opinion on this subject Prof. 
Cloudsley-Thompson offers us a rather random series of accounts of the actions of 
some animals. He covers the familiar gamut of social actions: mating, feeding, 
migration, territorial defense, etc. Isolated bits of information in his book are 
certainly very interesting, but little can be said in behalf of the book as general 
reading material, whatever its value to a reference library. The line drawings are 
not particularly remarkable; nor are most of the 16 photographs - while visually 
excellent - exceptionally illustrative of points made in the text. Originally pu- 
blished in England, this work will probably not appeal as much to American laymen as 
may Adolf Portmann's current Animals as Social Beings (Viking- p. 590).

Quigley, Carroll Macmillan - 
THE EVOLUTION OF CIVILIZATIONS ee $5.95 » 


It would not have been impertinent for Quigley to title his book 'An Econamic 
History of the World', for that is essentially what he has written. As a college teacher 
(presumably of history), he says he believes in training "executives, not clerks"; in- 
structing students in the difference between simple factual knowledge - memory - and 
understanding. To open the eyes of his readers to what he feels are the obsolescences 
of terminology and periodic division now utilized in history and other social sciences, 
Quigley - using Toynbee as a springboard but nothing more - has developed six more or 
less original analytical principles for dealing with his subject. He believes that a 
society is the only comprehensible unit through which history can be understood. Funda- 
mentally his approach concerns itself with parasitic vs. producing societies, municipal 
and state mercantilism vs. laissez faire capitalism, hard vs. soft money, and other 
economic realities. His reflections on the struggle between instruments (in the philo- 
sophical sense) and institutions within a society are as articulate as a semanticist 
could wish. Though his style tends to be ever so slightly pedagogic, and he may be 
accused in some circles of hairsplitting, his re-assessment of certain long-venerated 
methods is extremely illuminating and by no means impractical.

‘THE SOCIETY OF SPACE\/ A BT 


The conquest of space is but a logical step in the technological revolution of 
the twentieth century. In this clear and imaginative book, Mr. Ritner demonstrates to 
us that the human powers making this invasion by man of. outer space imminent, are also 
capable of sparking a universal resolve to grapple with the moral and intellectual di- e 
lemmas of the atomic age.

The author 
denies seeking a roundabout way of enforcing civil rights, but he later asserts that 
the teaching of Space is that man must not loathe the scorpion-like man of another 
planet--that he must love all forms of life as brothers. A large portion of the book 
is devoted to an outline of the procedure to be followed by a spaceman encountering 
superior beings. But if we delight in the frequent clean intellectual fun of the 
author, we are forced to admit that his observations are often penetrating and that 
this book deserves the widest circulation among intelligent readers. (IC: 61-15522) 


Buchwald, Art . World 
HOW MUCH IS. THAT IN DOLLARS? $3.95 


In this selection from Buchwald's Herald Tribune column of the past two years, 
regular readers will find their own favorites, whether it be the time Buchwald and his 
wife almost had dinner with Vice-President Johnson, or when Buchwald discovered the © 
hazards of being a bodyguard for Elizabeth Taylor, or whatever. Here also are his 
incidental comments on French life, from the various sizes of bread to the advantages 
of being a pregnant woman. There is a crisis when everyone thinks his cook will be 
stolen by the Kennedys, but not when, during the April generals‘ revolt, paratroopers 
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are expected momentarily. Not all of this material is centered in Paris: he submits 
to the inevitable in buying a 'cheap' suit in Hong Kong, and learns on arriving in 
Israel that their newest achievement is a nine-hole golf course. He travels to the 
Olympics in Rome, and to East Berlin. He overhears some scriptwriters making a few 
changes after Gagarin's trip around the world. Buchwald is perhaps most interesting 
as a chronicler of his times - or of that significant aspect of it which is the antics 
of Americans abroad. Here is rich material for social historians of the future. Only 
one wonders whether they can possibly understand just what combination of innocence, 
impertinence and vulgarity underlies the instructions of the American army wife, who 
is telling German brides how to behave in the U.S.A., “And remember, never wear rhine- 
stones before six o'clock." (LC:61-15305)

This represents one author's choice of "Virginia gentlemen"--from Sir Walter 
Raleigh, who never saw Virginia, to George C. Marshall, who came of an old Virginia 
family, but, like so many others in the book, was not born in the Old Dominion. Here 
one reads about explorers, soldiers, politicians, men of letters. Some will surprise 
the reader, who may well question the inclusion of at least one as a true gentleman 
in any sense of the word. However, all have been outstanding in the growth of the 
state, and much Virginia history can be learned through the lives of her sons. This 
makes excellent, easy reading. Valuable notes are given for each chapter, together 
with considerable bibliographic information.

Snow, Edward Rowe Dodd, Mead 
MYSTERIOUS TALES OF THE NEW ENGLAND COAST $4.00 


Ships, the sea and sailing men absorb this prolific explorer among the strange 
disasters and mysteries of the sea. In this new volume (he has perhaps a dozen or more 
to his credit) he goes back to the mystery of the Scandinavian adventurers - and down 
to Lynn Kauffman's 1959 “suicide” fall from the deck of the Utrecht off Boston Harbor. 
In between there are some twenty odd tales of missing mariners, disappearing ships, 
naval disasters and murder. The research is sound and Snow is by now a recognized 
authority on the New England coastal region. But to the virtues of authenticity are 
added the vices of poor selection and arrangement. His own enthusiasm is often thinned 
out by too much irrelevant detail and a lack of sense of climax. The appeal- with re- 
ferences to local gentry in the Massachusetts area in particular- should be largely 
to New Englanders. . Illustrated with photographs. 


Neruda, Pablo Grove 
SELECTED POEMS OF PABLO NERUDA $5.50 


This is a comprehensive ('though by no means complete) collection by the 
Chilean who is acclaimed by many as Latin America's greatest contemporary poet. For 
the English-speaking public, this is the first major selection of Neruda's works, and 
the poems are brilliantly translated by Ben Belitt, with each of the Spanish texts 
appearing on the facing pages. The chronological arrangement of the poems allows the 
reader to follow the evolution of the poet's thought and style, unified by his extremely 


sensual apprehension of the world around him and his acutely active political involvement 
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(particularly in Latin America and Spain). By way of introduction, Luis Monguio, Professor 

of Spanish at the University of California, discusses at length Neruda's position in 
literature and politics, and the translator adds a very articulate essay on the poet's es 
style and poetics. Both are extremely valuable for English-speaking readers who come to 
Neruda's poems for the first time. An important and provocative collection.
